QUEBEC ELECTIONS. 


Quebec has declared itself, in a most 
decided manner, in favor of the prin- 
ciples and policy of the liberal party.

to whom the delivery of liquor was 
prohibited under the interdiction clause 
of the liquor license ordinance in 91-92. 
As this was the first case of the kind 
he was fined only $10 and costs or 15 
days in goal, and as he had not the 
money he was taken to Fort Sas- 
katchewan.

ERASTUS WIMAN ON THE TARIFF. 


Detroit, May 11.—Erastus Wiman of 
New York, responded to the topic, ‘‘ Better 
relations with Canada,” at the chambers of 
commerce dinner last night. he said, ‘‘In 
full view of both sides of the border line 
4,000 miles long, in the face of depression 
unegualled in universality, severity and 
duation, governments on both sides are in- 
tently engaged in building higher than ever 
a tariff wall. They are thus destroying 
about the only chance of the revival of com- 
merce or the outlet for products and manu- 
factures. Cutting the continent commer- 
cially in two, this tariff is like a barbed 
wire fence, over which one brother cannot 
trade with another, without paying tribute 
beyond the cost of production for both. 
British North America, comprising the 
greater half ofthe continent,now alone offers 
room for expansion. Canada is more loyal 
to Britain than ever before. That a basis 
for a commercial bargain with it could be 
easily discovered by a comission of commer-

SESSION NOTES. 

Orrawa, May 8th, ’97. 

Although both the tariff and the 
estimates were before the House dur- 
ing the past week, very little progress 
was made with either. The greater 
part of the time has been taken up 
by objections on the part of the 
opposition to three or four dismissals 
from the public service; the post- 
master at Beamsville, Ont., dismissed 
for partizanship ; a clerk of the public 
works department; and a secretary 
of the department of railways and 
canals, whose office was abolished. 
The strongest attack was made with 
regard to this latter gentleman, a Mr. 
Balderson, who received a retiring 
allowance of $600. Sir Charles Tup- 
per, the Hon. Mr. Haggart, and a 
large number of the rank and file of 
the opposition were prepared to shed 
tears because this $600 was not made 
a. thousand. It was particularly 
cfiensive to Sir Charles Tupper tliat 
one man should now be required to 
do the work that three or four had 
formerly been paid for; and he de- 
claimed against the atrocity in his 
loudest tones, and used his biggest 
language. Mr. Blair replied that he 
had not been able to find work for 
Mr. Balderson according to the salary 
that had been paid him; and, there- 
fore considered it in the public in- 
terest to dispense with him. The 
statute require that when an officer 
was retired under those circumstances 
he should receive the superannuation 
allowance which had been granted 


Mr. Balderson ; but the additional | 


allowance claimed by the opposition 
was at the option of the government, 
and ‘they had decided not to grant it. 
It is difficult to see what point the 
opposition are making by taking up 
the time of parliament and delaying 
important business that requires 10 
be transacted before the early date 
fixed for closing, in condemning the 
government for affecting all reason- 
able economy and securing all possible 
efficiency in the public service. A 
demand for increased superanuation 
allowances, and for the retention of 
unnecessary Officials would’ not seem 
to be a popular policy upon which to 
appeal to a business community. 

None of the items of the tariff have 
yet been taken up; but the city has 
been flooded with deputations ‘of 
manufacturers objecting to the re- 
ductions made. - It remains to be seer 
what success they will have when the 
items come to be considered. The 
coal oil men are particularly strong 
against the privilege of importing in 
tank cars and vessels being allowed ; 
while western, patron and old liberal 
members of the house are just as 
strong in insisting that this privilege 
be allowed. It is admitted that this 
concession means more than the duty. 
and that the Petrolia men will have 
to wake up in order te do business if 
it is allowed. It is the general im- 
pression that an industry that cannot 
live under the present 50 per cent. 
protection allowed the coal oil men 
had better die. The worst feature of 
the jate protective policy” was that it 
induced the proprietors of protected 
industries to depend upon the tariff 
rather than upon the excellence of 
their products, or of their business 
methods, for their profits. If the re- 
cent change of administration and 
tariff policy will do mere than let 
those interested in Canadian indus- 
tries understand that they must exert 
themselves in order to do business, it 
will have been of great benefit to the 
people of Canada.

I have made $12 
aday on it. The average we used to 
make on bars with a rocker was $16 
to $20 a day in 1865 our first year. 
The river has been worked every year 
since and the average is now from 
$1 to $3 per day. The gold is now 
harder to save than in our day, when 
we used only a rocker and copper 
plates, not grizzlies and blankets. I 
invented the grizzley which is now 
used and is more effective than the 
I think the gold bearing 
gravel extends under the surface cf the 
country, and is not confined to the 
old river. bed. I don’t think the 
country outside of the river has been 
prospected at all. This country for 
75 miles above and 150 miles below 
Edmonton has been the gold produce- 
ing district for the last 30 years. In 
a swift current you can find no float 
gold. The Goose Encampment is 
about the last place we found gold up 
the Saskatchewan. There are several 
bars on this river within 40 miles 
above here, and a little farther up, 
and after a year of unusually high 
water miners can make $10 to 12 per 
day on these bars by skimming oft 
just one or two inches, the deposit 
left by the high water. This would

There cannot be many un- 
civilized, unconverted indians left if all 
these certificates are authentic, and it 
seems a needless expense to suppoxt 
missionaries to teach morality or Indian 
agents to inculcate habits of industry.
